REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1. 13 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: 

Applicant asserts that Felder does not teach the assay locations configured to hold a single microsphere as recited in the 
rejected and instantly amended claims Applicant acknowledges that the locations are configured for placing a single anchor 
(last line of page 6 in the response) but asserts that the term anchor does not encompass a microsphere. The argument has 
been considered but is not found persuasive because as cited in the Final Office Action, Felder specifically teaches each 
anchor attached to a particle or bead (Column 8, lines 40-41 ). Because the location is configured to hold a single anchor and 
each anchor is attached to a bead, they teach each location configured to hold a bead. It is noted that the claims do not 
reguire that the assay location be structurally modified to provide an indentation or some other structure whereby a single 
microsphere is contained. In contrast, the claims merely reguire the location is configured to hole a single microsphere. 
Because the claims do not reguire a structural modification, the claimed configuration encompasses the anchor attachment of 
Felder. .
